This is coniidercd "fun" 
by a certain class of person, Imt ii is 
no fun to tbe ro|M>rtcr, whom it is > or- 
tain to get into trouble. It is bow- 
ever, often Iteneflcial to bim in tbe 
long run, for it incr ea a e a hia caution, 
and traina him to weighlug a^ idenco 
and to verUyiBf laporte.
